THE PUBLIC GET THE BENEFIT 
Senator Meighen says the Dominion Govern- 
ment subsidizes the newspapers to the tune of 
$6,000,000 a year, by carrying the papers in the 
mails at a loss 

Some of the papers must have been saying some- 
thing about the Senator or the Government that 
disturbed his mental processes. He is too clever 
a@ man to talk such nonsense in cold blood 

If the Government loses money carrying papers 
at less than cost the benefit goes to the public, not 
the newspaper publishers. Few of these, if any, 
make any money at all on mail subscriptions. Most 
of them actually lose money on that branch of their 
business. 

If the postal rates were raised sharply it would 
be the public who would suffer, not the owners 
of the papers. Subscription rates would have to 
go up. That would mean fewer country readers 
could afford to have daily or weekly papers coming 
into their homes. 

Any of the Senator's newspaper friends would 
verify these facts for him. One of them, Mr. Nichols 
of the Winnipeg Tribune, did so in a rather forceful 
way at the meeting of the Canadian Press at 
Quebec. If that doesn’t satisfy the Senator he might 
appoint a Royal commission to look into the matter. 
The papers would rather welcome that. 


CROP AND PRICE OUTLOOK 


Premier Brownlee told the members of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association at Toronto 
that the outlook in the west is for a record crop of 
wheat with prices high enough to free the growers 
from the feeling of “insecurity” that has hounded 
them for years. 

The present prospect undoubtedly is for a big 
crop, but the crop is not yet in the granaries. Seed- 
ing was late, and the yield will depend upon the 
kind of growing weather we get during the summer 
and on the lateness of the fall. Better prospects 
have been killed in a night by an early frost. 
Poorer prospects at this season have resulted in 
bumper yields. The harvest is a matter of guess- 
work, and will be for weeks to come 

As to prices, Mr. Nichols, managing director of 
the Southam paper in Winnipeg. told a Quebec 
interviewer that western hopes are staked on “the 
aggressive policies of Franklin D. Roosevelt in the 
United States and favorable results of the world 
economic conference.” That is the obvious fact 

However unwilling we may be to admit the 
fact, and however humiliating to our national 
pride, wheat growers and Canadians generally are 
looking to Washington and London, not to Ottawa, 
for measures which will restore prices to an econ- 
omic level, break the depression and free the people 
of the Dominion from “insecurity” strongly tinged 
with despair. 


EVERY LITTLE HELPS

One of the interesting sidelights on the war 
debts situation is the change which has taken place 
in the attitude of financiers who were previously 
orthodox thinkers toward the traditional concep. 
tions of financial morality. We find men such as 
F. C. Goodenough—chairman of Barclay's Bank— 
strongly opposed to payment of war debts, and we 
find, significantly, # strong growth of radical opin- 
ton among the bankers of those nations which stand 
to gain from debt repudiation, and which may face 
ruin if debts are paid 

In other words, it would seem that even great 
bankers are affected by economic determinism. 
When economic conditions become such that the 
application of certain principles becomes intoler- 
able, the principles must be removed, or modified,

That is the great argument not only for war debt 
cancellation but for revision of the whole question 
of the sancity of contractual obligations. Further-

The visit of this epidemic was

assembly in 1834, purporting to set 
forth the grievances of the people 
of French Canada against British 
rule, actually included two con- 
demning the English administrat- 
ion for having permitted the 
cholera to come into the country.

The big shipe have not been so plentiful of late. 
China has not been able to buy much lumber or 
wheat because her money is based on silver, while 
ours has been based on gold. Labor in China has 
taken no more nor no less effort; labor in Canada 
has taken no more nor no less effort. The wisdom 
of the world has been rather better than ever. Men 
have learned at last how to split the atom, but they 
haven't learned how to swap goods on a basis of 
energy units. Some nations have a gold yardstick 
and others a silver yardstick. Worse still the yard- 
sticks are under manipulation all the time so that 
they differ from day to day in length and in rela- 
tion to each other. Although men live by trade, 
the wisdom of the world hasn't yet tackled the 
problem of putting on a stable basis the thing by 
which trade is carried on. For three years, though 
China has needed wheat and lumber, and we had 
wheat and lumber hoarded till it ached, we haven't 
been able to solve the problem of exchanging our 
mutual needs. 

Recently, a man was elected as president of a 
nation that had so much gold that it couldn't trade 
with anyone or even pay its own depositors. He 
issued three billions of gold-less money to help get 
gold into circulation again, and agreed to accept 
a lot of war debts in silver. This lowering of gold 
and increasing of silver value, has helped to bring 
China and Canada to a point where they can trade 
with each other again.

Two years ago a big mill at a piace with the 
significant name of Dollarton closed down. It had 
been shipping its product entirely to China. A week 
from today it is to reopen. The deflated or sound 
dollar that people are told to applaud, closed this 
big mill; the inflated or low dollar is reopening it.

The termite state is not a democracy as we 
understand democracy, nor is it monarchy, The 
king and queen do not govern; they merely breed.

“RASPBERRY ICE CREAM: Measure into a 
dish, half the contents of an envelope of plain gel- 
atin and add two or three tablespoonfuls of cold 
water to soften. Wash and drain a box of rasp- 
berries, crush thoroughly and mix with a half pint 
of cream. Into another bowl pour a pint of whole 
milk into which thoroughly mix a half cupful of 
honey, and add to the berry mixture. Next add 
the gelatin which has been dissolved over hot 
water. Stir all together and pour into freezer until 
of the desired consistency. The amount makes 
about one quart. 

Other fruits may be used in place of the rasp- 
berries, such as figs, peaches, pineapple, or straw- 
berries, the amount of honey varying with the fruit 
used. When using peaches or strawberries, do not 
use the ice cream as a dessert, but as a meal itself. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

like some information on the skin trouble known 
as dermatitis, its cause, duration, treatment, what 
diet it requires, etc.” 

ANSWER: Dermatitis simply means inflamma- 
tion of the skin of which there are hundreds of 
kinds, each having its cause, duration and treat- 
ment. It would be necessary to know more about 
your condition to advise you exactly. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Alice L. writes: “In your 
health column you advise that it is safe to eat 
canned spinach. From laboratory reports I have 
heard that a certain mineral or element contained 
in spinach attacks the can and draws off objec- 
tionable matter which makes it difficult for the 
kidneys to eliminate. Please explain, if this is so.” 

ANSWER: I do not know of any injurious 
element which is developed in canned spinach. 
Of course, there have been many beliefs and ru- 
mors about all canned goods, but my investiga- 
tions have shown that these reports have very little 
foundation in fact.

Assess Royalty Tax Goes 


to High Court 


CALGARY, June 9.—Right of the 
federal government to assess in- 
come tax on royalties received un- 
der the sale of oil lands in Turner 
Valley will be taken to the Privy 
council, it was announced last night 
by H. S. Patterson, K.C. 


Mr. Patterson, acting for Mrs. 
Catherine Spooner, will leave here 
June 14 to present the case before 
the privy council in London. If 
royalties from sale of oil lands exe- 
cuted under similar circumstances 
are liable to income tax, scores of 
individuals and corporations will be 
assessed. 

Mrs. Spooner, owner of frechold 
land in Turner Valley which she 
purchased from the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway in 1902, first operated 
the property as a ranch and later 
sold parts of it to Vulcan Oils, Ltd., 
for $5,000 and 25,000 shares of Vul-
